Pot Smoke 



There have been many reports 
over the years of the easy 
availability of marijuana in 
Vietnam and its widespread use by 
American troops but not until now 
has the Pentagon admitted that it 
constitutes a '^very serious" 
problem'. 

Marijuana-is cheap, plentiful and 
easy to get in Vietnam, says Vice 
Adm. William Mack, an assistant 
deputy secretary of defense. "It's a 
very' bad' situation," he says, 
and has "absolutely" been in- 
volved in incidents of bad conduct. 

.The admission came on the heels 
of .testimony by witnesses before . 

. the Senate's juv enile deiinguen cy 
subcornmitterf.~=~^ . 
According'tlo psychiatrist Albert 

'A. LaVerne ot Bellevue Hospital in 
New York, 98 out of 120 returned 
Vietnam veterans he interviewed 
said they had smoked marijuana 
on combat dutv occasionally :-All of.

of^one^se in which a 19-year-oId 
soldier, uflder~the~lTTf loence ; of 
marijuana, had . shot and killed a 
fellow soldier, thinking his victim 
was Ho Chi Minh. 

Whether or not marijuana had 
anything to do with My Lai,, it is 
definitely. "a very bad situation," 
but the problem is not just .the 
military's, not is it confined to 

Vietnam. - - ..- 

It would be naive to expect that 
servicemen who have been in- 
troduced to marijuana in Vietnam 
will suddenly give up the habit once 
they get back home,- especially 
since pot smoking has become so 
acceptable among the young. .It can 
also be wondered whether, h aving 
-pTOWii Iheleally s t rong"s tuff,, they 
will be satisfied with the milder 
variety available in this country. 

This could be more hidden cost of « 
the Vietnam war which nobody 
foresaw.

Dear Dr.,Thosteson: Please 
explain the difference between 
heart failure and a heart atta<:k, 
and how to live a normal life 
with either. Some say there is 
no difference and some say 
there is a lot,— M.B. 

A heart attack is damage to 
-the heart muscle from a 
shutting off of circulation to 
part of It. 

.._Hearl.falluiejneaiis.that.lhe.. 
heart Is not able to punip as full 
'a supply of blooa as Is normal. 

Failure can result from a 
heart attack, depending on how 
severe the heart attack is. But 
failure also can result from 
entirely different causes- 
damage to heart valves from 
rheumatic fever or oUter in- 
fections. 

The majority of patients who" 
have had heart attacks recover 
In time to the extent of leading 
'normal lives. Atter very severe 
heart attacks, however, the 
patient may have to lUnlt his 
actlvlUesi^ln such a case, some- 
degree of heart failure may be 
Involved. 

Heart failure requires that the 
patient avoid strenuous activity 
which overtaxes the limited 
ability of his heart. If he huffs 
and puifs, and particularly If 
exertion causes chest pains, he 
knows he is doing too much. His

The doctor will prescribe

still avoid overexertion. .
